Mayor Thomas Koch 
recently unveiled plans for 
three new buildings — con- 
taining nearly 600 residen- 
tial units, restaurant space 
and a performing arts center 
— that he said would trans- 
form the section of Quincy 
Center between Hancock 
Street and Burgin Parkway. 

Koch announced plans 
for the new buildings at a 
City Hall press conference 
on June 17, joined by Sam 
Slater and Joey Arcari, the 
developers behind the proj- 
ects. 

During his press confer- 
ence in the Great Hall of the 
James R. McIntyre Center 
(old City Hall), Koch said 
much of the redevelopment 
in Quincy Center to date has 
taken place in the area of 
east of Hancock Street, such 
as the Chestnut Place, West 
of Chestnut and Nova Resi- 
dences buildings. The new 
proposed buildings would 
help transform the area to 
the west of Hancock Street, 
the mayor stated. 

“Tt is time for that side 
of Hancock Street over to 
Burgin to be developed. It is

time to transform that area,” 
he said. “That is what we are 
talking about today.” 

The three proposed 
buildings represent private 
investments of $300 mil- 
lion into Quincy Center, the 
mayor said, and will include 
800,000 square feet of new 
development. The projects 
will also generate $2 mil- 
lion in new tax revenue each 
year. 


Koch said he understood 
some of his critics might 
take issue with additional 
development in Quincy 
Center, but noted there is a 
shortage of housing in the 
Boston area. 

“The economy of Boston 
is heavily based on educa- 
tion and medical, and a lot 


of young people come to this 
region in need of a place to 
live, and that is a challenge 
right now. We are helping 
to meet that demand,” the 
mayor said. 

“This creates new vital- 
ity, new vibrancy. It creates 
new jobs, it creates new tax- 
es. And, it is on the spine of

the tracks — we are right by 
the Quincy Center Red Line 
Station...it checks a num- 
ber of the boxes off, why it 
makes perfect sense. 

“This is where we want 
density, this is where we 
want height, this is the cen- 
ter of commerce in our city. 
This isn’t in the middle of a 


neighborhood.” 

Slater’s firm, Tremont 
Asset Management, would 
develop two of the build- 
ings. te 

The first building would 
be located at 1469 Hancock 
St., presently home to the 
Adams Arcade. Slater is

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Quincy Fire Department Reminder: 


n Burnin 


Open burning is NOT allowed in the City of Quincy. This 
includes, but is not limited to: Burning leaves or brush piles, 
garbage, tires or rubber products, paint or used oil, plastic, 
and any household material that can be recycled. 

Open Burning means burning under such conditions that 
the products of combustion are emitted directly into the am- 
bient air space. 

The Department of Environmental Protection (Mass 
DEP) and the Quincy Fire Department do NOT allow open 
burning for public health and safety reasons. Open burn- 
ing pollutes the air and can make it difficult for people with 
respiratory problems to breathe. Open burning can pose 
smoke and odor nuisances to nearby residents in densely 
populated areas and can also pose a risk when it is not ad- 
equately controlled. 

Outdoor Cooking Appliances, Outdoor Patio 
and Space Heaters, Outdoor Decorative Heating 
Appliances and Outdoor Fireplaces 

To protect the citizens of Quincy from the effects of ac- 

cidental fire due to improperly placed, misused, malfunc-

tioning, or unattended outdoor cooking and heating appli- 
ances that may lead to accidental injury, death or property 
damage, it is PROHIBITED within the City of Quincy to 
use any outdoor patio or space heater, decorative heating 
appliance such as a chimineas, fire pit or outdoor fireplace 
using solid fuel including charcoal, wood, fuel pellets or any 
non-gaseous fuel. 

Outdoor patio or space heaters and decorative heating 
appliances such as chimineas, fire pits and outdoor fire- 
places that are fueled by Natural Gas or LP-GAS using a 
refillable tank or permanently installed ARE allowed for use 
within the City of Quincy provided the appliance is listed or 
labeled by a recognized product testing organization. Where 
permanent, such installation shall be installed and permitted 
through the Inspectional Services Department (ISD) of the 
City of Quincy and installed by a licensed installer in ac- 
cordance with all applicable codes and reference standards. 

LP-Gas appliances whether permanent piped or refill- 
able, all installations, clearances, storage and use shall be 
according to manufacturer’s specifications and 527 CMR. 


Warm Weather Fire Safety

Here’s a repeat subject while timely considering the 
warmer weather. Open burning of leaves, vegetation, wood, 

paper products and any combustible for that matter, is not 
allowed within the city. Considering the proximity of hous- 
es to each other within this community, the nuisance factor 
of smoke, and the perceived threat of fire to abutters, it is in 
my opinion a sound policy. 

Fire prevention must at times draw a line between what 
is reasonable behavior and what behavior can be threatening 
to the community overall. That line is not always the easiest 
to define. The decision long ago to prohibit outside burning 
within this city has been one of those decisions, and over 
years, the prohibition has served this community well. 

Meanwhile, there are those devices that don’t really fit 
under the umbrella of open burning, and yet involve flame 
and the outdoors, for instance tiki torch use. Although not 
prohibited, they must be used with care and safety in mind. 
Their use on a combustible deck is not recommended by 
this department while doing so 10’ away from a building, 
securely placed within the ground while not left unattended 
is. Care must be taken to make certain that they are a safe 
distance from dry, combustible vegetation, while not posing 
a threat to any combustible exposure. 

If the fire department is called to an address and deter- 
mines that their use poses a hazard; he will order them to be 
extinguished. As previously mentioned, the close proximity 
of houses to each other can be a consideration while a fire 


officer’s judgment is influenced by the factors at a specific 
location 

Table candles do not typically fall within the open burn- 
ing category as well while we ask that they not be left un- 
attended, and be used within a one foot circle of safety or 
more, giving them ample free space from combustibles that 
can come in contact with the flame. 

Use them out of reach of children and pets; burn them on 
a noncombustible surface such as a ceramic saucer or plate. 
~ Portable outdoor fireplaces and chimeneas are surfacing 
while we clearly place them within the open burning cate- 
gory and therefore their use is prohibited. We will receive an 
occasional call asking for our opinion while it is conveyed 
that they have been used on combustible decks. We in turn 
inform the caller that not only is it inadvisable to use them 
on a combustible deck; we prohibit their use entirely. 

Much has been written regarding propane and charcoal 
grill use while little detail will be added here. Suffice it to 
say, we do prefer that they not be left unattended, and used 
at least 10 feet away from a building at ground level. We 
have a flyer concerning this policy, which you are welcome 
to request by contacting the fire prevention bureau. 

Kindly adhere to both our prohibitions and recommenda- 
tions while you are always welcome to contact us for any 
further clarification. Meanwhile we wish you a safe summer 
with much enjoyment.

Weld Signs College, 
Golf Course Petitions 


Gov. William Weld has signed into law two home rule 
petitions that will pave the way for a new system of govern- 
ment at Quincy College and construction of a golf course/ 
recreational facility at the former landfill site in West Quin- 
cy. 

Mayor James A. Sheets made the announcement after 
receiving verification from Weld’s office. The two petitions 
were passed by the city council in March and by the state 
legislature on June 21. Sheets said he was thrilled with the 
news. His home rule petition for Quincy College calls for 
the college to be governed by a new independent board of 
trustees. 

The other home rule petition will allow the city to enter 
into a lease agreement of up to 50 years with Quarry Hills 
Associates for the construction of a golf course recreation 
complex to be maintained by the developers but owned by 
the city. 

PAY RAISES FOR CITY OFFICIALS APPROVED 

The City Council has approved pay raises ranging from 
2 to 14 percent for department heads and other top full-time 
city officials. 

The salary increases are the first in five years for Mayor 
Sheets and city councillors and the first significant raises 
in five years for 50 department heads and other non-union 
employees. 

The mayor's salary is going up 12 percent from $55,587 
to $62,500 per year while city councillors’ pay will rise 25% 
to $12,607. The raises for the mayor and city councillors 
become effective on Jan. 1, 1995.

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Managing Insects On 
Vegetables and Herbs 


By MELINDA MYERS 

Homegrown fresh veg- 
etables not only taste bet- 
ter; they are more nutritious. 
Plus, you can control what 
products are applied to the 
plants to control insect pests 
and disease. 

The: first steps to grow- 
ing a productive vegetable 
garden and protecting~yqur 
harvest begin with proper 
planning and care. 

Select the most disease- 
resistant varieties available 
when planning your garden. 

Then plant them in prop- 
erly prepared soil with the 
amount of sunlight they 
require. Provide the neces- 
Sary ongoing care and your 
plants will be healthier and 
better able to tolerate pest 
problems. 

Even when you do ev- 
erything right; problems can 
still arise. It’s just a part of 
gardening. 

Further reduce the risk 
with regular visits to the 
garden. Check along the 
stems and under the leaves 
for any clues that insect 
pests have moved into your 
garden. It is much easier to 
manage small populations 
of harmful pests than after 
they have had time to rap- 
idly reproduce. 

At the same time, look 
for lady beetles, green lace 
wings and other good guys 
that eat a variety of garden 
pests. Leaving a few pests 
to attract these good guys is 
often an easy, yet effective 
way to manage the harmful 
ones. 

Enlist the help of song- 
birds by attracting them with 
birdbaths and feeders. Many 
birds supplement their di- 
ets with insect protein. Just 
protect young seedlings as 
many birds also like fresh 
greens. 

If you need to lend nature 
a hand, remove small popu- 
lations of insects by hand or 
use a strong blast of water to 
knock aphids and mites off 
plants. This is often enough 
to manage the damage and 
minimize their impact on 
your garden harvest.

covers can keep cabbage 
worms, onion maggots, 
Japanese beetles, and some 
other insects from laying 
eggs on their favorite plants. 
Cover the plants with the 
fabric at planting, anchor 
the edges and leave enough 
Slack for plants to grow. Un- 
cover flowering plants as 
soon as blossoms appear if 
bees are needed for pollina- 
tion. 

Set out yellow bowls 
filled with soapy water. The 
yellow attracts aphids and 
some other harmful pests. 
The insects gravitate toward 
the yellow, then crash into 
the soapy water and die. 

If the problem insects 
are winning the battle, you 
may be tempted to reach for 
chemical controls. Instead, 
look for the Organic Materi- 
als Review Institute (OMRI) 
certification on product la- 
bels. This independent non- 
profit organization reviews 
products for use in organic 
gardens, production, and 
processing. 

Summit Year-Round 
Spray Oil (SummitRespon- 
sibleSolutions.com) is an 
OMRI-certified product la- 
beled for use on fruits and

vegetables as well as orna- 
mentals. It controls mites, 
aphids, thrips, and other 


insects and can be applied» - 


right up to the day of har- 
vest. 

As always, read and fol- 
low label directions for any 
organic, natural, or synthet- 
ic chemical used. Heeding 
label directions ensures safe 
application and effective 
control. 

By working with nature 
and investing some time and 
creativity you can safely 
minimize insect problems 
and maximize your garden's 
harvest.

Sometimes the simplest recipe ends up 
to be the best.

Many times I hear from patients that 
they do not like quinoa. When we start dis- 
cussing it, it usually, if not always, ends up 
that they simply boil it in water and plop it 
on a plate! 

You wouldn’t serve rice or pasta that 
way and expect it to taste good. 

Here is a great and easy recipe for a qui- 
noa dish that everybody loves. It is flavor- 
ful and packed with nutrients. 

Quinoa is an ancient grain of the Peru- 
vians who used the grain for stamina and 
energy. It is very easily digested as well. 


2 tablespoons olive oil 

1 cup uncooked quinoa, rinsed well and 
drained (it must be rinsed to avoid a bit- 
ter taste) 

1 medium onion, chopped

3 cloves garlic, minced 

1 red pepper, chopped 

1 can tomato sauce (8 oz) 

2 1/2 cups broth (I use chicken or veg- 
etable) 

2 tsp chili powder 

1 tsp cumin 

sea Salt 

fresh cilantro, avocado, salsa for topping 


Simply sauté onion, pepper, and garlic in 
a saucepan until fragrant. Add quinoa and 
toss to coat for a few minutes. Now add the 
broth, tomato sauce, and dried herbs. 

Stir, cover, and simmer until liquid is ab- 
sorbed, about 15 minutes. 

Season to taste with sea salt and toss 
with cilantro. 

Serve with sliced avocado and salsa.

Social Security Matters 

Ask Rusty: Loophole 

That May Potentially 
Benefit A Survivor?

Dear Rusty: When my father passed away and we went 
to update my mother’s Social Security benefits, a ques- 
tion arose that I was confused by. We were asked “Do you 
want to claim just your father’s benefit (which was larger) 
or claim my mother’s benefit and the difference between 
the two?” Either way it would come to the same amount. Is 
there a reason to claim one way over the other? Perhaps a 
caveat that we are unaware of? Is there a loophole that we 
are missing that may potentially benefit the survivor? We 
are soon to face this question again as my father-in-law is 
very ill. Signed: Curious 

Dear Curious: Well, they are basically the same amount 
but there is a nuance in the rules that many survivors aren’t 
aware of. Here’s why Social Security asked that question: It 
is possible for a surviving spouse to claim only the survivor 
benefit and defer claiming their own SS benefit until a later 
age if their personal benefit would be more than the survi- 
vor benefit would be. A survivor benefit reaches maximum 
at the survivor’s full retirement age, but their personal SS 
benefit can grow until they are 70 years old. Thus, claiming 
the survivor benefit (only) first, and allowing their personal 
benefit to grow up to age 70 is often a wise move. Doing so 
allows someone to collect survivor benefits upon becoming 
a widow(er), while still maximizing their personal benefit. 
When later claimed, the higher personal benefit will replace 
the smaller survivor benefit. Of course, this option only 
makes sense if one’s personal benefit would later be more 
than their survivor benefit. 

Social Security is required to ask this question because 
the person may be eligible for a higher benefit on their own 
if they wait until a later age to claim it, but the “survivor 
benefit only” option is useful only if the survivor has not 
yet reached 70 years of age. After age 70 they would always 
take whichever benefit is higher. In most cases SS pays the 
person’s own benefit first and then a “boost” to bring the 
payment up to the higher amount due as a survivor. But 
the choice to claim the survivor benefit only is an option if 
the survivor has not yet reached 70 and if their own benefit 
could later be more than their survivor benefit. 

So, the question is — which option did your mother 
choose? And is your mother-in-law under age 70? If your 
mother’s own benefit at age 70 would not have been higher 
_ than her survivor benefit from your father, then it doesn’t 
matter which way it was recorded. And if your mother-in- 
law is over age 70, it doesn’t matter either. But if not and 
either personal benefit at age 70 would be more than their 
earlier survivor benefit, then opting for the survivor benefit 
only and waiting to claim their own later would be (or have 
been) a better choice.

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MassDOT Underscores Importance 
Of Avoiding Distracted Driving 


The Massachusetts De- 
partment of Transportation 
(MassDOT) is underscoring 
the importance of remov- 
ing distractions while driv- 
ing, urging drivers as sum- 
mer vehicle travel increases 
to please pay attention to 
the road, reduce speed and 
drive hands-free of devices. 
The Registry of Motor Ve- 
hicles (RMV) has recorded 
53,638 motor vehicle cita- 
tions which includes 40,181 
warnings for distracted driv- 
ing since the Baker-Polito 
Administration’s “hands- 
free” law took effect on Feb. 
23, 2020. 

The “hands-free” law 
stipulates that operators of 
motor vehicles cannot use 
an electronic device unless 
the device is being used 
in hands-free mode. Op- 
erators cannot read or view 
text, images or videos, un- 
less what is being viewed 
is helping with navigation, 
and the device is mounted 
in an appropriate location. 
Motorists also cannot make 
phone calls unless they can 
do so without holding their 
phones, by utilizing technol- 
ogy such as Bluetooth. The 
law also requires law en- 
forcement officers to report 
data on violations that will 
be shared with the public. 
The use of phones and all 
electronic devices, includ- 
ing phones in hands-free 
mode, remains illegal for 
drivers under the age of 18. 

“Distracted drivers are 
a hazard on the road,” said 
Acting Transportation Sec- 
retary and CEO Jamey 
Tesler. “Drivers must have 
eyes on the road ahead be- 
cause even the smallest 
distraction in a vehicle can 
have deadly consequences. 
For your sake and the sake 
of others traveling on the 
roads, please put the phone 
away, drive sober, travel at 
or below the posted speed 
limit and pay attention to 
what’s going on around you 
while driving.” 

“As we look forward to 
a great summer across New 
England, we’re counting on 
every Massachusetts driver 
to do your part and put the 
phone away,” said Secretary 
of Public Safety and Secu- 
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rity Thomas Turco. “All of 
us in public safety remain 
committed to enforcing the 
hands-free law and ending 
distracted driving — to pro- 
tect motorists, cyclists, pe- 
destrians, and all our neigh- 
bors on the road. Texting, 
scrolling, and posting can 
wait — please stay alert and 
travel safely.” 

“The RMV encourages 
drivers to stay vigilant, 
remain focused, and be 
aware of others sharing the 
roadways across the Com- 
monwealth,” said Acting 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
Colleen Ogilvie. “Distracted 
driving can have serious and 
fatal consequences for both 
experienced drivers and ju- 
nior operators who have just 
secured a driver’s license or 
learner’s permit, so it’s criti- 


cal to spread the word and * 


communicate the dangers of 
distracted driving to family 
members, friends, co-work- 
ers and others.” 

Punishment for violat- 
ing the hands-free law in- 
cludes a $100 fine for a first 
offense, a $250 fine for a 


‘second offense, and a $500 


fine for a third or subsequent 
offense. Operators who 
commit a second or subse- 
quent offense are required 
to complete an educational 
program focused on dis- 


tracted driving prevention. 


To date, the program has 
been assigned to operators 
161 times, with 74 individu- 
als having completed the 
online training requirement, 
and 87 individuals currently 
required to complete the 
training. A third or subse- 
quent offense will count as a 
surchargeable incident. 

“We cannot be atten- 
tive and defensive drivers 
if we are distracted by our 
phones,” said Safe Roads 
Alliance President Emily 
Stein. “Hang up and drive 
for your own safety and 
for everyone else you share 
the road with. Hang up for 
your kids in the backseat, 
who one day will be drivers 
themselves. They are watch- 
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ing you closely, and if you 
text or talk while driving, 
then it’s more likely for your 
kids to be distracted when 
they start driving.” 

Key findings from the 
FY22 Massachusetts High- 
way Safety Plan are: 

¢ From 2015 to 2019, 
there were 14,982 fatal 
crashes involving a distract- 
ed driver out of 169,009 
total fatal crashes across all 
fifty states. 

¢ 204 fatal crashes of 
1,675 during the same time 
frame, the percentage of fa- 
tal crashes involving a dis- 
tracted driver in Massachu- 
setts was 12%. 

¢ From 2015 to 2019, 
there were 213 distracted 
drivers involved in 204 fatal 
crashes involving a distract- 
ed driver. 

¢ From 2015 to 2019, 
there were 216 fatalities re- 
ported in 204 fatal crashes 
involving a distracted driver. 

¢ From 2015 to 2019, fa- 
tal distracted driving crash- 
es occur most often in Oc- 
tober, July, and June. These 
three months accounted for 
a third of all fatal crashes 
with a distracted driver. 

¢ Unlike speeding and 
impaired driving, distracted 
driving fatal crashes occur 
more often during the week 
(Monday - Thursday) than 
the weekend (Friday - Sun- 
day). 

¢ Massachusetts ranked 
27th out of 50 states for fa- 
tal crashes involving a dis- 
tracted driver. 

¢ By roadway type, over 
half of fatal crashes involv- 
ing a distracted driver took 


place along either principal 
arterial or minor arterial 
roads. 

¢ Fatal crashes involv- 
ing a distracted driver are 
more frequent along road- 
ways with .higher traffic 
volumes and higher posted 
speed limits than collectors 
or local roads. For example, 
nearly 80% of distracted 
driver-involved fatal crash- 
es occurred on interstates 
and arterials in Massachu- 
setts, all of which have 35 
mph or higher speed limits. 

* Overall, 29% (59 of 
204) of all distracted driv- 
ing fatal crashes involved 
speeding. 

Under the new law, ve- 
hicles without built-in GPS, 
Apple Car Play, or Android 
Audio must be equipped 
with a phone mount on the 
dash or windshield for GPS 
navigation. For motorists 
not using hands-free tech- 
nology, the EOPSS Office 
of Grants and Research of- 
fers these additional tips: 

¢ Before driving, please 
turn your phone off and put 
it out of reach. 

¢ Set your mobile phone 
to “Do Not Disturb While 
Driving” mode. 

¢ Let your friends and 
family know that you'll be 
driving and can’t take their 
calls or texts. 

¢ If you have to make a 
call or send a text, pull over. 

¢ Watch for pedestrians 
and bicyclists — especially 
at night. 

¢ Remember to buckle 
up! Seatbelts are your best 
defense against a distracted 
driver. 
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SCAM WARNINGS: 
Fake jewelry scam 

Recently, members of the DCU were conducting surveil- 
lance and witnessed what they believe to be a fake jewelry 
flimflam/scam. A motor vehicle stop of the suspect’s vehicle 
was conducted. There were 5 occupants in the vehicle, in- 
cluding two children. 

Detectives noted that the female involved was wearing a 
blonde wig, which she removed prior to the motor vehicle 
stop. Due to the fact that the involved party (possible vic- 
tim) was uncooperative, detectives were unable to confirm 
that a crime had been committed. Therefore, the occupants 
of the vehicle were sent on their way. 

The suspects involved are believed to be group of Roma 
people. These individuals usually target elderly individuals. 
Their modus operandi (method) is to strike-up a conversa- 
tion with the victim. They will hug the victim and steal their 
jewelry, or they will attempt to place fake jewelry (ring, 
necklace, bracelet) onto the victim and remove the victim’s 
jewelry in the process. These individuals use rental vehicles 
so it is likely that the vehicle will have an out-of-state li- 
cense plate. They may also periodically switch vehicles. 

You may recall that back in July 2019, we had several 
similar flimflam/jewelry thefts. The female involved in the 
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recent incident may very well be the same individual. Please 
be vigilant and report any suspicious activity to the Quincy 
Police immediately by contacting 617.479.1212. 
More money is coming to families... 
and scammers are ready 
As part of the American Rescue Plan Act, eligible fami- 
lies will get monthly payments from the government from 


July 15 through December 2021. The Internal Revenue . 


Service (IRS) will send these monthly payments directly to 
people through direct deposit, paper checks, or debit cards. 
Unlike economic impact payments, these payments are an 
advance on families’ child tax credit. People who are eli- 
gible will get up to half of their child tax credit in these 
monthly payments and the other half when they file their 
2021 taxes. 

If you qualify for payments — which depends, in part, on 
how much you make — you’ll get them on about the 15th of 


each month, automatically, without having to do anything. 
The IRS is working to get online systems set up on its web- 
page and make sure all questions get answered. Go to IRS. 
gov for the latest info on who qualifies, how much you'll 
get, and how to address any problems you-might run into. 

When money from the government is in-the news, we 
know scammers are about to run their standard playbook. 
They may call, email, text, or DM you. They'll say they 
can help you get your payments earlier (they can’t), get you 
more money (also no), or tell you other lies (for sure). 

Here’s the real deal: 

Only the IRS will be sending these payments. Anyone 
trying to “help”. you get your child tax credit is really after 
your money. 

The government will NEVER call, text, email, or DM 
you out of the blue, asking for money or information. Keep 
your money — and your Social Security, bank account, deb- 
it and credit card numbers — to yourself. 

Nobody legit will ever demand that you pay by gift card, 
wire transfer through companies like Money Gram or West- 
ern Union, or eryptocurrency. That’s a scam, every time. 

If someone tries to scam you out of these payments or 
anything else, report it to the FTC at ReportFraud ftc.gov.

But statistics 
show that a sizable major- 
ity of today’s 65-and-over 
population will eventually 
require some type of long- 
term care services, which 
are expensive. 

In fact, they have a 70% 
chance of needing long- 
term care in their remaining 
years. Other medical and 
health care expenses also 
often pile up in retirement. 
An average 65-year-old 
couple will spend $295,000 
on those costs throughout 
retirement — excluding long- 
term care. With these poten- 


stable retirement plan, it’s 
important to find ways to 
protect the savings nest egg, 
says Dariusz Godlewski, a 
licensed investment advisor 
representative and the presi- 
dent of Financial Wealth Al- 
liance, 

“Medical bills and long- 
term care don’t have to 
drain your retirement sav- 
ings,” Godlewski says. “But 
they will if you ignore the 
data and don’t plan accord- 
ingly. 

“A lot of people think 
Medicare covers most or all 
of your healthcare in retire- 
ment, but that’s not accu- 
rate. As healthcare inflation 
continues; there ‘are finan- 


take and effective savings 
strategies to create a cushion 
in your nest egg for those 
needs.” 

Godlewski suggests 
these ways to protect your 
retirement plan from high 
medical, health care and 
long-term care costs: 

* Health Savings Ac- 
count. Having an HSA is 
a way to build a nest egg 
to cover future healthcare 
costs, and it’s also a tax- 
efficient savings option. 
“You can contribute tax-free 
money, not pay taxes on 
earnings, and withdraw the 
money tax-free now or in 
retirement to pay for arli- 
fied medical expenses,” Go- 


also put your HSA dollars 
to work by investing them. 
Some choose an investment 
strategy that’s more con- 
servative than their over- 
all retirement investment 
strategy.” Those enrolled in 
Medicare can’t make new 
contributions to an HSA. 

* Long-term care insur- 
ance. Purchasing this kind 
of policy results in receiving 
a monthly benefit toward 
long-term care, either for a 
specified period or the re- 
mainder of one’s lifetime. 
One dilemma, Godlewski 
says, is that long-term care 
insurance is expensive and 
policy holders buy it without

ever need to use it. Another medical expenses, which 


option, he says, is purchas- 
ing a life insurance policy 
with the option of adding 
a long-term care insurance 
rider. “An LTC rider allows 
you to receive part of the 
death benefit while you’re 
still alive,” Godlewski says. 
“The death benefit can be 
used for long-term care ex- 
penses. The rider can be 
triggered by the diagnosis 
of an illness that leaves you 
unable to care for yourself.” 

* Investments. Invest- 
ing for growth maximizes 
your savings and creates 
more room to meet future 
medical bills. “The idea is 
for the assets to grow more 
than the inflation rate for 
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has usually been higher 
than consumer inflation,” 
Godlewski says. “There’s a 
risk in the medical expenses 
context of over-allocating to 
fixed-income investments. 
That strategy, coupled with 
today’s low interest rates 
and the effects of inflation, 
would lead to diminished 
purchasing power.” 

“The costs can seem 
daunting, but most retire- 
ment healthcare costs can 
be dealt with if you’ve done 
proper planning,” Godlews- 
ki says. “Viewing those 
costs as an annual expense 
can make it easier to plan 
for and pay for them.”

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Council Votes 6-3 To OK $475M Pension Bond 


Phelan Votes In Favor After Solicitor Issues Opinion No Conflict Of Interest

City councillors on Mon- 
day approved Mayor Thom- 
as Koch’s request to use a 
$475 million bond to cover 
Quincy’s outstanding pen- 
sion liabilities. 

Councillors voted 6-3 in 
favor of the bond, with six 
votes being the minimum 
amount of support the mea- 
sure needed to pass. 

The bond’s fate appeared 
uncertain after the council’s 
finance committee voted 
5-3 to give a positive rec- 
comendation to the measure 
on June 14. While a simple 
majority vote was enough 
to move the bond out of 
committee, six votes were 
needed for final approval at 
a regular council session. 

Ward 5 Councillor 
Charles Phelan Jr. did not 
vote on the measure dur- 
ing the June 14 commit- 
tee meeting but did vote 
on Monday. Phelan, who 
worked as the city’s IT di- 
rector until his retirement 
in 2018, on Monday said 
he did not participate in the 
June 14 committee meeting 
or a previous committee ses- 
sion because he was waiting 
to see if he had to recuse 
himself from the matter. 
Phelan told his colleagues 
the city solicitor’s office had 
informed him late last week 


that he was able to vote on 
the matter. 

“T want to make it clear 
that at the last meeting, I 
was in the meeting, but I 
did not participate. At that 
time, the last two meetings, 
I had put a letter into the 
solicitor’s office to seek an 
opinion, where I get a check 
from the retirement board, 
whether or not it was within 
state law for me to vote on 
it,” Phelan said. 

“On Friday, I received 
an opinion from the solici- 
tor’s office. My pension is 
my pension, and I am going 
to make what I make for the 
rest of the time I am draw- 
ing a pension. Where it does 
not affect [that], the state 
says I can vote on it.” 

Phelan voted in favor 
of the pension bond Mon- 
day along with Councillors 
Anthony Andronico, Noel 
DiBona, William Harris, 
David McCarthy and Brian 
Palmucci. Councillors Ian 
Cain, Nina Liang and Anne 
Mahoney voted in opposi- 
tion. 

Prior to Monday’s vote, 
Mahoney said she was dis- 
turbed Phelan had been 
cleared to participate in the 
matter following the June 
14 committee meeting. She 
compared it with Koch’s 
decision to buy the Munroe 


Building, a site that could 
one day provide a new home 
for Quincy College, with 
pandemic relief funds after 
withdrawing a request to 
borrow money for the same 
purchase prior to a potential 
council vote. 

“In the eleventh hour, 
the game has changed, and 
that is what Quincy does 
best — changing the game. 
It is disturbing to me — the 
optics look terrible. I know 
that many of you do not care 
about the optics, you think 
people aren’t paying atten- 
tion, but they are,” Mahoney 
said. 

“We couldn’t get Quincy 
College passed...and now 
we are going to spend pan- 
demic money to buy a build- 
ing. We couldn’t get this 
passed, so in the eleventh 
hour all of a sudden other 
councillors can come up and 
vote.” 

In response, Phelan said 
he wanted to stick to the is- 
sues. He said he supported 
the pension bond because, 
without it, the city would 
spend more and more each 
year to cover the unfunded 
pension liabilities. 

“If you could go from 
7.5 to 2 percent interest, and 
you had a house or a busi- 
ness, you would go for that,” 
Phelan said. “If we don’t do 


anything, it is going to erode 
the budget.” 

Massachusetts currently 
requires communities to 
fully fund unfunded pension 
liabilities — which were ac- 
crued when municipal em- 
ployees did not contribute a 
substantial amount of their 
pay toward pensions — by 
2037. 

Quincy had paid down its 
unfunded pension liabilities 
through the annual budget. 
The budget for the current 
fiscal year, FY21, included 
$32.18 million for pensions. 
Eric Mason, the city’s fi- 
nance director, previously 
told the council that expense 
could grow to $62.9 million 
in FY36 if the bond were 
not approved. 

At the June 14 meeting, 
Chris Walker, Koch’s chief 
of staff, said the $475 mil- 
lion would be invested in 
the Massachusetts Pension 
Reserves Investment Man- 
agement (PRIM) Board’s 
Pension Reserves Invest- 
ment Trust (PRIT). The 
PRIT contains more than 
$90 billion in assets and its 
other clients include Mas- 
sachusetts state employees, 
the Massachusetts Teachers’ 
Retirement System, and the 
Boston Teachers’ Union. 

Following that  an- 
nouncement, councillors 


amended the bond to include 
language that the funds must 
be invested with PRIM. At 
that same meeting, council- 
lors also amended the bond 
order to limit the life of the 
bond to no more than 20 
years after several council- 
lors said a 30-year bond 
would extend the payments 
too far past the 2037 dead- 
line to fully fund pensions. 

Walker on Monday told 
councillors that Rick Man- 
ley, the city’s outside bond 
counsel, was concerned the 
20-year limit could harm the 
city when it goes out to seek 
the bond. 

“He felt that it could con- 
strict the city in a number 
of ways,” Walker said. “For 
example, if the city was ne- 
gotiating, the best deal for 
the city could be 21 years, 
could be 22 years, could be 
24 years.” 

Palmucci then proposed 
an amendment to the order, 
which the states the bond be 
“for a period of 20 years or 
such longer term as to not 
exceed 30 years following 
consultation with the Exec- 
utive Office of Administra- 
tion and Finance.” 

“Essentially what that 
says is we want it to be 20 
years, however it can’t be 
30 years, and it can only be 
more than 20 years if the 
administration is working in 


consultation with the state 
Executive Office of Admin- 
istration and Finance,” Pal- 
mucci said. “I believe that 
strikes a balance between 
what bond advisors are say- 
ing as well as what the senti- 
ment of the body is.” 

Palmucci’s amendment 
was approved in a 7-1 vote 
Monday, with Mahoney op- 
posed and Cain voting pres- 
ent. 

City councillors had held 
off on reviewing Koch’s 
proposed $346.65 million 
budget for fiscal year 2022, 
which begins July 1, while 
they were vetting the pen- 
sion proposal. The budget 
was drafted based on the 
assumption the pension 
proposal would pass and 
revisions may have been 
required had the bond been 
rejected. 

The council’s finance 
committee will hold a se- 
ries of departmental budget 
hearings Wednesday and 
Thursday to review the bud- 
get. Both meetings will be- 
gin at 5:30 p.m. 

Liang, the council presi- 
dent, on Monday said a 
special meeting of the full 
council could be held later 
Thursday to approve the fi- 
nal budget. A special meet- 
ing is required because 
Monday’s meeting was 
the last regularly sched- 
uled council session before 
councillors recess for the 
summer. 


$1.28M In Community Preservation Projects OK’d

City councillors on Mon- 
day allocated $1.28 million 
in community preservation 
money toward 13 different 
projects. More than one- 
third of the funds will be 
used to repair the brick wall 
at Veterans’ Memorial Sta- 
dium. 

The city’s Community 
Preservation Committee had 
previously vetted each of 
the projects receiving funds. 

“I am happy to report a 
group of beautiful projects 
by many volunteers, non- 
profits, and activists that re- 
ally donate many hours to 
make Quincy a more pros- 
perous city to live in,” said 
Councillor Noel DiBona, 
who is a member of the 
CPC: 

“These folks have come 
in and done a lot of proj- 
ects.” 

Eight of the 13 projects 
to receive funds are catego- 


rized as historic preserva- 
tion initiatives. 

The largest allocation 
of funds went to the city’s 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources, which received 
$500,000 to repair the brick 
wall at Veterans’ Memo- 
rial Stadium. Kristin Pow- 
ers, the city’s community 
preservation administrator, 
said in a memo provided to 
councillors that 70 percent 
of the brick wall will require 
some sort of remedial work, 
including 30 percent that 
will require complete recon- 
struction. 

The total estimate to 
repair the brick wall is 
$930,000, Powers said. The 
$500,000 allocation from 
the CPC will cover the first 
phase of work, she stated, 
and the city will seek other 
grant funds to cover the sec- 
ond phase of work. 

The Department of Natu- 
ral Resources also received 


two grants totaling $69,700 
for work at the Hancock 
Cemetery in Quincy Cen- 
ter. The City Clerk’s Office 
received $80,000 for the 
preservation and _ protec- 
tion of city records, photos, 
heirlooms and other memo- 
rabilia. 

Life Community Church, 
located on Washington 
Street, received a $135,000 
grant for an exterior renova- 
tion project. Bethany Con- 
gregational Church, located 
on Spear Street, received a 
$125,000 grant to repair and 
preserve its exterior stone- 
work. 

The United States Na- 
val Shipbuilding Museum 
received a $125,000 grant 
for continued collections 


management, including the 
digitization of documents 
and preservation of various 
artifacts. 

The National Society 
of the Colonial Dames of 
America in the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts 
received a $26,048 grant for 
an archeological investiga- 
tion of the Dorothy Quincy 
Homestead on Butler Road. 

Grants were awarded for 
three recreation projects this 
year. 

The largest allocation, 
$125,000, will go toward 
the Department of Natural 
Resources and co-applicant 


PJ Foley. Those funds will ° 


be used for the conceptual 
design of the Presidents 
Coast Pedestrian Highway, 
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Interior decorating, 
home décor sewing,

I’ll let you in on a secret: masstones and undertones. 

With the exception of the three pure primary colors of 
red, yellow and blue, as well as the non-colors of basic 
white (the origin of all colors) and true black (the absence of 
color), all colors are created by some combination of these 
five hues. The masstone of a color is the dominant one, it’s 
what you see first. For example, in the color magenta, the 
masstone is red while the undertone is blue. When looking 
at turquoise, the masstone is blue with a green undertone. 
But don’t look at paint colors in isolation. 

My best tip: audition the color in the room you plan to 
use it. The major paint companies now have sample pints or 
poster boards or peel and stick versions of the same so you 
can test out the colors before you commit. This way you 
will be able to see them in all light conditions and see how 
they play with other colors in the room (or even the foliage 
or brick wall of a neighboring building or sky or ocean out- 
side your large windows). 

If the undertone is still not apparent to you, here are three 
more tips that might help. First, hold the paint sample up 
to a white piece of paper to discover the masstone and un- 
dertone. Second, look at the potential selection(s) in com- 
parison to the other hues in the manufacturer’s color card or 
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five-color paint strip or, likewise, in its location among the 
hundreds of colors on the display wall at the paint store. If 
you are wondering if the teal color you are choosing reads 
more blue or green, it should be more apparent if it is orga- 
nized with more blue samples or green ones. Finally, look at 
the paint color’s name. If you’re looking at a neutral white 
with a name like lemon chiffon, it will have a yellow un- 
dertone. 

To counteract your cabinet’s blue undertones, warm up 
the cool temperature of a blue color with warm ones like 
orange (blue’s complementary color on the color wheel) or 
even red or yellow and/or introduce more warm wood tones 
in the room.

Ward 5 Councillor 
Charles Phelan Jr., one of 
the sponsors of the resolu- 
tion approved Monday, said 
he was opposed to the proj- 
ect because he and a number 
of residents want Blacks 
Creek to remain as is. 

“T think we have a valu- 
able salt marsh in the Blacks 
Creek area. Recently, in 
Broad Meadows, we just 


spent millions of dollars re- 
establishing a salt marsh, 
which we have in abun- 
dance,” at Blacks Creek, 
Phelan said. “There are a lot 
of wildlife in there. Some of 
them are endangered spe- 
cies that aren’t around much 
places. One of the reasons 
they are there is because the 
area is alive, it’s well.” 

Phelan said the bridge 
could do irreversible dam- 
age to the marsh. 

“What I am_ worried 
about is putting in...a 450- 
foot long bridge with 66

Scaping improvements at 
the school. 

Two open space projects 
received grants this year. 

The Colonial Dames 
received $7,800 for the re- 
planting of the border of the 
parterre of the formal gar- 
den at the Dorothy Quincy 
Homestead. 

The Seaside Garden- 
ers of Squantum received a 
$5,000 grant for their cause- 
way beautification program. 

There were no applicants 
who sought to use commu- 
nity preservation funds for 
affordable housing projects. 

Councillors approved the 
13 grants in a 7-2 vote, with 
Anne Mahoney and Brian 
Palmucci opposed. Ma- 
honey said the city should 
be more transparent about 
how community preserva- 
tion funds are used, such as 
putting information about 
CPC projects on its website. 

“I do think we need to 
be a little more transparent 
about how we are spending 
this money,” she said. 

In a separate 8-1 vote, 
with Palmucci opposed, 


councillors approved al- 
locating $50,284 in com- 
munity preservation money 
toward the personal services 
budget within the park de- 
partment to offset the CPA 
administrator’s salary. 
Quincy’s voters adopted 
the state’s Community Pres- 
ervation Act by referendum 
in 2006. The CPA fund is 
financed through a 1 per- 


cent surcharge on property 
taxes. The first $100,000 
in assessed value for each 
residential property is ex- 
empt from the surcharge, 
as are residential properties 
owned by some seniors and 
those who qualify for low- 
income housing. The state 
also matches a portion of 
CPA funds in each commu- 
nity that has adopted the act. 


AAA: Massachusetts Gas 
Prices Remain The Same 


Massachusetts’s average 
gas price is the same as last 
week, averaging $2.95 per 
gallon. Monday’s price is 4 
cents higher than a month 
ago ($2.91), and 89 cents 
higher than June 21, 2020 
($2.06). | Massachusetts’s 
average gas price is 12 cents 
lower than the national av- 
erage. 

“Despite the latest in- 
crease in demand, many 
motorists are not seeing sig- 
nificant pump price jumps 
due to increasing supply 
levels, which have signifi- 
cantly built over the last four 


weeks,” said Mary Maguire, 
AAA Northeast Director of 
Public and Government Af- 
fairs. “During this same pe- 
riod, the national gas price 
average has only increased 
four cents.” 

AAA Northeast’s June 21 
survey of fuel prices found 
the current national aver- 
age to be | cent lower than 
last week ($3.08), averaging 
$3.07 a gallon. Monday’s 
national average price is 3 
cents higher than a month 
ago ($3.04), and 95 cents 
higher than this day last year 
($2.12).

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Slater, who has also pro- 
duced a number of films, 
said he looked forward to 
working with the city on 
plans for the new perform- 
ing arts center. 

“In my view, people 
flock to cities for culture. I 
think what the mayor is do- 
ing by taking the lead here 
on bringing a cultural center 
to Quincy is phenomenal 
and I really applaud him for 
that,” Slater said. 

“IT am a movie enthusiast 
myself...and do have pas- 
sion and experience in the 
arts outside of real estate, so 
the opportunity to work on 
something like this is thrill- 
ing, first of all. We really 
look forward to working 
more with the city, the com- 
munity, on developing what 
this incredible building will 
look like.” 

Koch and Slater said 
planning the performing 
arts center building is in its 
early stages and it has yet to 
be determined who would 
operate the performing arts 
center on site. Koch said the 
venue would be named in 
honor of First Ladies Abi- 
gail and Louisa Adams. 

Arcari, whose firm op- 
erates the Tavern in the 
Square restaurants, among 
other establishments, said 
the new restaurant on site 
would help bring people to 
Quincy Center. 

“I’m a restaurant guy 
first and a developer sort of 
second. The most important 
thing was to create density 
downtown and bring peo- 
ple downtown. What better 
than a new restaurant,” Ar- 
cari said. “We want to do 
something special here...we 
wanted to make it really big 
and inviting.” 

Arcari described the new 
restaurant he is planning as 
an American tavern with an 
eclectic menu. 

“Tt’s sort of a restaurant 
for everybody,” he said. 
“There will be a lunch 
crowd, a dinner crowd 
where families can enjoy it 
too. As the night gets later, 
probably a younger crowd 
settles in there. 

“It will really be open 
and inviting for everybody.” 

Arcari added he would 
be willing to help Slater 
plan his restaurant in the 
nearby building. 

“Even though 
opening a big restaurant 
here, I want somebody

QUINT’S 
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across the way in Sam’s 
building,” Arcari said. 

The three projects would 
be subject to review by the 
Quincy Planning Board. 
The City Council would 
also have to approve a land 
disposition agreement to 
sell the property at 1565 
Hancock St. to Slater before 
it can be developed. 

In addition to asking 
councillors to acquire the 
two buildings at 1461 and 
1453 Hancock St., Koch 
told The Sun he would ask 
them to take the building 
at 1620 Hancock St. That 
building was home to a 
pizzeria but has sat vacant 
since a 1997 fire. 

The mayor said he would 
designate Derrick Fitzgerald 
as the developer of that site. 
Fitzgerald had previously 
proposed an 80-unit condo- 
minium building at 24-26 
Adams St., two parcels of 
land the city plans to acquire 
as part of Koch’s proposal 
to build a new John Adams 
presidential library next to 
the Adams Academy. 

“The gentleman that was 
going to be building the 
condo buildings next to the 
Adams Academy, Fitzger- 
ald, will be designated as 
the developer for that site. 
Essentially, we are going to 
be buying it and they will 
be buying it from us,” Koch 
said. 

“As we all know, every- 
one is sick of looking at that 
for 20 years.” 

The new building at 1620 
Hancock St. would likely be 
similar to new construction 
elsewhere in Quincy Center, 
with housing on the upper 
floors and a retail compo- 
nent on the ground level, 
Koch said. 

The projects unveiled 
June 17 are not the first 
ones planned for the section 
of Quincy Center between 
Hancock Street and Burgin 
Parkway. 

Cliveden Place, the Gal- 
vin brothers’ 56-unit condo- 
minium buildings at 1545 
Hancock St., was among the 
first new developments to 
open in Quincy Center. 

The council has also ap- 
proved a land disposition 
agreement with FoxRock 
Properties, allowing — the 
company to build a medi- 
cal office building, hotel 
and housing on the former 
Ross Lot. Koch on June 17 
said FoxRock could break 
ground on site as soon as 
next year,

e The contractor at the Generals Bridge. project will continue grading the roadway subbase within the new bridge and 
along the east northbound lane at Thomas Burgin Parkway in preparation for the upcoming pavement operations at 
the end of this week. 

e At the McConville Way project the contractor will continue construction of the streetscape aside the new roadway. The 
streetscape work includes the continued installation of trees, plantings, brick pavers, concrete sidewalks, catenary lights 
(alleyway) and roadway signage. At the future pocket parks, the contractor will finish sealing paver joints and sweeping 
in polymetric sand between brick pavers. At the entrance to Cliveden Place garage/Messina Lot between the pocket 
parks a new concrete mud mat/vehicular paver will be installed for the future crosswalk. In addition, the contractor will 
finish paving Parkingway and be placing new pavement marking on Granite St. In the following week the contractor will 
finish paving the Messina Lot, Walter J Hannon Parkway and McConville Way. 

e Atthe old 100 Parking Way site the contractor will install new bituminous berm, final pavement, and crushed stone along 

edges. The new parking lot remains closed during construction and there remains no parking along McConville Way 

and Parkingway.

Shake Hands With Uncle 
Sam --- How national symbols 
are chosen is often a mystery. 
Uncle Sam is not our oldest 
symbol. There were two other 
figures that represented our 
budding country during the 
American Revolution. They 
were Yankee Doodle, the Brit- 
ish slang hame for the dishev- 
eled Colonial soldiers inspired 
by the song, and Brother Jona- 
than, a smart, rural man who 
was the hero in cartoons and 
stories from 1771 to 1783. 
They were pictured as tall, thin 
men with beards. 
Legend says Uncle Sam was a 
nickname inspired by the ini- 
tials U.S. stamped on barrels 
of beef for the Army during the 
War of 1812 to show they were 
government property. That led 
to the joke that they belonged 
to “Uncle Sam.” In the 1870s, 
Thomas Nast began depicting 
Uncle Sam in cartoons and 
posters, but the bearded figure 
dressed in red, white and blue 
didn’t became an official sym- 
bol until 1961. He is now seen 
on labels, machines, posters, 
statues and political signs.

Lulled by this false sense of security 
into thinking that it's all over but the 


shouting, you try for an overtrick by 
taking a heart finesse at trick two, los- 
ing the queen to the king. 

West returns the ten of hearts, and 
about this time it begins to dawn on 
you that there’s some doubt about 
making nine tricks. The four diamond 
tricks you counted at the start are 
much easier to count than to cash. If 
you take the K-J, there will be no way 
to reach dummy’s A-Q, while if you 
cash the king and then overtake the 
jack with the queen, you will make 
only three diamond tricks unless the 
ten falls. (In the actual deal it doesn’t, 
so you finish down one.) 

To make matters worse, you now 
realize where you went wrong. The 
fault goes back to trick one, when you 
won the club lead with dummy’s six 
and should have won with the ace! 
You could then have played the king 
of clubs, cashed the K-J of diamonds 
and led another club toward dummy’s 
J-9, Whether West took his queen or 
not, the jack of clubs would be an 
entry to the A-Q of diamonds, and 
nine tricks would be assured. 

Obviously, it’s clear in retrospect 
that winning the opening club lead 
with the ace is correct, but you must 
give yourself enough time to think of 
it. If you play too hastily at trick one 
and allow dummy’s six to win, you 
will, as the proverb says, have lots of 
time later to repent at your leisure.

C. Diff Tricky 
To Treat, But 


Rarely Terminal 


DEAR DR. ROACH: In 
December, I developed an ab- 
scess in my jaw from food get- 
ting caught in my tooth. I went 
to see a local dentist who pre- 
scribed clindamycin and met- 
ronidazole. I came down with 
a case of C. difficile. I have 
since found evidence that mul- 
tiple antibiotics and clindamy- 
cin are causes of C. diff. 

I am getting mixed messag- 
es about my prognosis. Some 
medical people are telling me 
it’s not a big deal and to just 
wash my hands a lot. My pri- 
mary physician, however, gave 
me the impression that this is 
basically a terminal diagnosis. 

She told me how sorry she 
was and that I had been a very 
healthy person but am not any 
longer. She told me that it will 
most likely recur, and every 
time it does it will be more dif- 
ficult to treat until I become 
antibiotic resistant, and that 
people die from it. She also 
told me that she would set me 
up for the standard yearly ap- 
pointment, but that I should 
come see her whenever I need 
to. 

I am paranoid about what 
my future holds and what, if 
anything, I can do. I would 
like your opinion of this situ- 
ation. Any guidance you can 
give me would be greatly ap- 
preciated. --Anon. 

ANSWER: Clostridium dif- 
ficile (“C. diff’) infections are 
common but can be serious. 
As you correctly note, many 
antibiotics are associated with 
the acquisition of symptomatic 
C. diff infections, and although 
clindamycin is the best known, 
other antibiotics (quinolones, 
amoxicillin and related penicil- 
lins) are actually more common. 
The antibiotics kill off large 
numbers of healthy bacteria, al- 
lowing the unhealthy C. diff to 
take over. 

The cardinal symptom of C. 
diff is watery diarrhea, at least 
three loose stools in 24 hours. 
Abdominal pain and cramping, 
nausea and poor appetite are 
common. Fever is less common.

Symptoms can start during 
antibiotic treatment or up to a 
month after completing antibi- 
otics. 

Treatment is stopping the 
antibiotic if possible and if still 
being given. Antibiotic treat- 
ment against C. diff is with the 
newer drug fidaxomicin or with 
oral vancomycin; unfortunate- 
ly, fidaxomicin is ridiculously 
expensive -- a course of fidax- 
omicin is $3,000 via goodrx. 
com in the U'S. at the time of 
writing. A course of oral van- 
comycin costs much less, often 
less than $200 through the same 
website. If neither of these is 
available, metronidazole is a 
less-expensive alternative. 

Fidaxomicin has the lowest 
risk of recurrence of the infec- 
tion, and many experts will re- 
serve it for a person who has 
recurred after oral vancomycin. 
For the unusual person who 
continues to recur after antibi- 
otic treatment, fecal microbiota 
transplants (processed from 
stool of healthy donors) have 
been safe and effective. 

I am disturbed that you got 
the impression that C. diff is a 
terminal diagnosis. Although in 
rare cases, hospitalized patients 
can get so sick that they can die 
from C. diff, this would be very 
unusual in less severe disease, 
as in someone who is able to go 
home from the hospital. 

Handwashing is necessary 
to reduce infection to others. 
Avoiding drugs like Prilosec 
that suppress acid can help 
prevent recurrences. Finally, 
probiotics (live healthy bacte- 
ria) may be of use in reducing 
infection and recurrence.
